Officers Discredit Wealthy Farm­ 
er's Story. 


Fowler,

4.—John 
W. 
Poole, the wealthy Renton county for­ 
mer in jail here, accused by his son 
Emory of the murder of Joseph Kem­ 
per, a German laborer employed on 
the farm a year ago last December, 
admitted to Sheriff Shackelton and 
Marshal Bowmani that he had killed 
Kemper, but that the killing was acci­ 
dental.

At San Anione. 


San Antonio, Tex ., May 4 .—The big 
Wright biplane, now the property of 
the United States signal corps, lifted 
itself out of the slop of the parade 
ground at the div ision carfip, wjrizzed 
to the east, stabbed through a low- 
ly ing bank of clouds and v anished. 
Frank T. Coffy n, the 5 Vright av iator 
instructor, sat at the controlling

pass strapped about one leg and a 
decorativ e pistol in its holster, hang­ 
ing to a conv enient upright. Lieuten­ 
ant Benjamin B. Foulois of the aero­ 
plane div ision of the signal corps, sat 
beside him. an open map spread across 
his knees and a dispatch pad handy 
in a leather pocket. 
In just, forty -sev en minutes 
Co ffy n 
brought his machine down within 100 
feet of General Carter's tent, and 
Lieu­ 
tenant Foulois went in to report. 
His 
message, written from the seat of the 
aeroplane, conv ey ed to the command­ 
ing general of the div ision the start­ 
ling intelligence that the aeroplane 
had located an entire div ision 
o f the 
“enemy ,” horse, foot and artillery , en­ 
camped twenty miles to the no rth. 
He had plotted on the map from an 
altitude of 4 00 feet the ex act disposi­ 
tion of the enemy ’s forces. 
Within ten minutes of the time that 
the big fly er skidded ov er the sod be­ 
fore General Carter's tent, word had 
been sent to each of the brigadier gen­ 
erals in the div ision that they were 
to assemble at General Carter’s tent 
to receiv e orders.

ing figures, with a syndicate of e a st­ 
ern capitalists as backers. 
Thcf 
proposition, the P rescott newspaper 
says, involves the 
reclam ation, be­ 
w ater storage and irrigation, of 32,- 
000 acres in Lonesome valley. 
The 
(Infill is described as one of the heavi­ 
est recorded in the history of A ri­ 
zona. 
M atson and Thayer have vis­ 
ited P resco tt 
frequently to inspect 
the land purchased. 
The land w as bought from the A t­ 
chison. Topeka & S an ta Fe Railw ay 
Company. 
The line o f the S. F. P. & 
P. railroad traverses the tra c t for 
‘twelve miles. 
Along with the deal 
fo r 32.000 acres are options fo r oth­ 
er lands, 
including the 
W ynkoop 
ranch of nine hundred acres. 
This 
land, it is said, holds the outlet to 
Willow creek, and is the key to the 
w ater storage proposition. 
A large dam is to be built 
near 
where Willow creek empties into the 
Gran Lie creek.
